Two feet of snow 
on Figueroa mountain 


Scattered showers dropped fractional amounts of rain last night on Lompoc 
and Santa Ynez valleys Hi the third day of a storm that brought up to two feet 
of snow to Figueroa Mountain. 
The storm dropped about a third of an Inch of rain on the Lompoc area and 
more than that at some points north and south of Lake Cachuma 
Dave Copelan, fire prevention officer at Figueroa Lookout Station said 
Figueroa Mountain Road was closed today at the station because of hazardous 
conditions farther east. An estimated four to six inches of snow blanketed }he 
ground around the station, which is about 3,500-foot elevation, and up to two 
feet of snow fell at the 4,000-foot elevation, Copelan said. 
Copelan said he had turned back some sightseers driving four-wheel drive 
vehicles because of the hazards. 
The storm was Southern California’s first dose of winter, bringing much 
needed rain and in some cases fears of mudslides because of the parched condi­ 
tion of the terrain. There were no reports of damage this morning 
But while there were concerns in some areas, agriculturists were jubilant, 
and mountain resort operators looked upon the storm as a lifesaver Many ski 
operators had closed down and others had made do with man-made snow for 
more than a month. 
Snow in sizable depths fell in the Tehachapi Mountains north of Los Angeles, 
and in a whole range of mountains north and east of that area. 
Southbound lanes of Interstate 5 were closed by snow at 4:15 a m but one 
lane opened at 5:45 a.m. for vehicles escorted by the Highway Patrol. Chains 
were required on portions of Highway 14. 
The storm raised Lompoc’s season total to 1:38 inches, compared to 9 97 in­ 
ches last year at this time.

Fuel adjustment cost 
withholding delayed 


A plan to withhold payments of fuel 
adjustment costs to Pacific Gas and 
Electric Company is being held in 
abeyance by the City of Lompoc in light 
of a new development disclosed at the 
latest meeting of the Northern California 
Power Agency. 
Lompoc City Administrator Gene 
Wahlers said today that NCPA member 
cities have been advised that PG&E has 
made a filing with the Federal Power 
Commission of information that was sup­ 
posed to have been filed before January 
1. 
The information defines PG&E’s fuel 
cost adjustment policy, and failure to 
file by Januaryi was considered grounds 
by NCPA for recommending that the 
fuel cost adjustm ent increases be 
withheld. 
Lompoc City Council approved a 
proposal by Mayor Art Scott that the fuel 
cost adjustment fees assessed to the city 
after January 1 be placed into an escrow 


account until the matter is settled by the 
FPC. 
According to NCPA representatives, 
the PG&E filing has requested that the 
fuel cost adjustment policy information 
be made retroactive to the first of this 
year. Lompoc has not yet been billed 
for January, so the city is waiting to see 
whether another increase in the fuel cost 
adjustment fee is assessed before 
deciding what to do. 
"Depending on what happens in the 
next few days," Wahlers said, "the 
NCPA attorney will advise us on whether 
to pay the adjustment fees or withhold 
them as planned.” 
Formal procedure indicates that the 
withheld fees be placed in an escrow ac­ 
count. but the city is now leaning, sub­ 
ject to agreement by PG&E, toward 
simply keeping any withheld payments 
in a separate local account to avoid in­ 
volving a third party in the matter, 
Wahlers said. 
House extends controls 
over natural gas prices 


W A SH IN G T O N (U P l) — The Home 
has given President Ford and the 
nation’s energy interests a sharp setback 
in their push-for an end to federal regula­ 
tion of natural gas prices. 
In an emotional and sometimes confus­ 
ing end to three days’ debate on the is­ 
sue. the House late Thursday approved a 
compromise by Rep. Neal Smith, D- 
Iowa. that would extend federal control 
of major producers into their sales of gas 
within their own states where it was not 
previously controlled. 
At the same time, it would free 
smaller producers from price controls, 
to spur them to greater explorations and 
efforts. 
The bill will be vetoed if it reaches 
Ford in that form. Rep. Robert Krueger. 
D-Tex., predicted. 
"The President has already indicated 


there is no way he could sign legislation 
like this." said Krueger, defeated leader 
of the deregulation forces 
The Senate has passed a combination 
of wintertime emergency authority 
for some gas sales outside controls with 
a long-range permanent lifting of con­ 
trols. 
Ford wants total deregulation, in his 
drive for n a tio n a l energy self- 
sufficiency. 
The Federal Power Commission con­ 
trols interstate sales at 52 cents per thou­ 
sand cubic feet. Sales in the same state 
as the gas is produced are free of price 
controls.

Smith's bill extends federal control 
over the large producers,to their within- 
the-state sales. It frees from federal con­ 
trols 
approxim ately 3,500 sm all 
producers, defined as companies produc­ 
ing less than 1 billion cubic feet a year. 
Judge Sirica fights for 
life after heart attack 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Watergate 
Judge John Sirica, a tough man on the 
bench and in the prize ring, fought for his 
life today in the coronary care unit of a 
Washington hospital. 
Doctors at George Washington Univer­ 
sity Hospital said Sirica, 71. was in 
critical but stable condition following a 
massive heart attack that knocked him 
cold and stopped his heartbeat as he 
delivered a luncheon speech Thursday. 
Hospital spokesmen said it took 
electric shock therapy to restart his 
heart, but he later regained con­ 
sciousness and was able to breathe 
without an oxygen mask. 
They said his blood pressure had 
returned to normal, his life signs were 
stable, and his life support systems con­ 
tinued without artificial support. TTie 
evening medical bulletin said he was 
resting comfortably. 
"All things considered, he is doing as 
well as one can hope for so soon after a 
massive heart attack with cardiac 
arrest," said Dr. Joel Gorfinkel, assis­ 
tant director of the coronary care unit. 
Sirica, a former boxer and lifelong 


physical fitness buff, gained fame — and 
plenty of enemies — as the pugnacious, 
skeptical, probing judge, who pried the 
lid off the Watergate cover-up in 1973 and 
nearly two years later sentenced top 
White House aides to jail for their role$ 
in it. 
He also forced President Richard Nix­ 
on to hand over damaging White House 
tapes and ordered federal grand jury 
findings in the case sent to the House 
Judiciary Committee for impeachment 
proceedings. 
The heart attack felled him at the 
speakers rostrum of a luncheon attended 
by 300 lawyers in Washington’s Army- 
Navy Club. 
"He had started into the main body of 
the speech but stopped in midsentence 
and just keeled over as if someone had 
knocked him out cold," said A. I. Perez, 
counsel for the Mexican-American Legal 
Defense and Education Fund. 
"People at the dais half caught him 
and lowered him to floor. There was no 
clutching of the chest, no gasping for air. 
no bending over, no nothing.

Irate parents today said they would 
stage a public meeting tonight in Lom­ 
poc Library in a bid to block the school 
board's closing of Miguelitoand La Mesa 
Schools 
Judy Neilsen. who has been prominent 
in opposition to the school board’s action 
last Tuesday, said an estimated 100 to 150 
parents would attend the meeting at 7:30 
p.m., and that Atty Gary Dunlap had 
promised to be there. 
Mrs Neilsen said some parents had 
suggested various means of overturning 
the school board’s action, including 
referendum 
initiatives, 
recall move­ 
ments. class action lawsuits, boycotts 
and protest, marches 
"We don’t feel 
we've been listened to," she said. 
"We’re pursuing every possible alter­ 
native in an effort to keep both schools 
open." she said. "We don’t feel there are 
enough answers from anyone in the 
school administration." School trustees 
voted last Tuesday to close the two 
schools in the fall because of declining 
enrollment and an uncertain future. 
Another parent, Mary Terrien said 
some parents were talking about keeping 
their children out of school in a "protest 
boycott." 
Parents in the La Mesa School area 
met ^ this morning at the home of Sue 
Harris to discuss some course of action. 
Mrs Harris said the parents were un­ 
sure how to proceed, but would attend 
the meeting in the library. 
Meanwhile there were these uncon­ 
firmed stories circulating in the com­ 
munity: One parent charged that the dis­ 
trict administration had plans to turn 
Miguelito School over to Hancock 
College. Basis for this story was the 
report that the school was being 
repainted blue and white. Hancock 
colors, until a public outcry caused the 
administration to halt the project. 
Supt. Clarence Bloom was out of the 
district attending a conference today and 
could not be reached for comment, but 
Hancock C ollage president W alter 
Conrad said he had made no formal bid 
for any specific school to expand Han­ 
cock’s Lompoc campus. Hie college has 
been operating in a nine-room campus at 
Hapgood School. Conrad said he had ap­ 
proached Bloom with the thought that 
other quarters would be desirable if the 
shift of students as proposed by the 
school board squeezes Hancock out of 
Hapgood. However. Conrad said it was 
"only conversation," and that he had not 
filed any official request with Bloom for 
any specific school facility. Conrad did 
concede that Hancock had a long 
standing interest in an entire school 
campus in Lompoc in the event that a 
full campus facility became available. 
Another source claimed that state 
school food service officials had toured 
La Mesa School to survey possibilities of 
converting the school into a central 
kitchen for serving the entire district. 
Plans are known to be under way to 
meet state mandates for feeding needy 
children and there is also an investiga­ 
tion of longstanding community interest 
in a full-scale school lunch program. No 
decisions have been made except for the 
understanding that the school board 
must implement some kind of program 
for the needy. 
Mrs. Neilsen. for one, was critical of 
what she called "the school district’s ex­ 
cesses in spending." She also criticized 
the action of the board "We felt it was 
cut and dried when the board walked into 
the room." she commented. She was 
referring to charges that the trustees 
had formed an opinion to close down the 
two schools prior to the public hearing. 
Trustee Karl Braun was indignant 
when confronted with the charge Tues­ 
day night immediately following the 
hearing. He was asked it the trustees had 
not consulted by telephone prior to the 
meeting. "Mrs. Steiger would not permit 
anything like that." he said in a conver­ 
sation about the issue. 
Mrs Neilsen said she took up the fight 
to save Miguelito because of the special 
aid her son received in the school. She 
said she was grateful for the in­ 
dividualized attention he had received

Jobless at 7.8 per cent 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Nearly half a 
million laid off workers were rehired in 
January as the nation’s jobless rate fell 
to 7.8 per cent, the largest monthly 
decline in 15 years, the Labor Depart­ 
ment said today. 
The jobless rate fell 0.5 per cent from 
8.3 per cent in December. It was the 
largest one-month decline since a 0.5 per 
cent drop from November to December, 
1959. a spokesman said. 
"For the second consecutive month, 
the drop in unemployment occurred en­ 
tirely among those who had lost their 


last job,” the department said. 
It said 78.1 million nonfarm, payroll 
workers were on company payrolls in 
January, an increase of 1.8 million since 
the June. 1975 low. There were 7.3 
million unemployed nonfarm workers in 
January. 
The department said two of every 
three business establishments either 
hired new workers or rehired laid-off 
workers in January 
The job gains were widespread for all 
sectors of Americans seeking employ­ 
ment in January with the exception of 


teen-agers The teen-age jobless rate in­ 
creased 0.3 per cent to 19.9 per cent. 
Adult men showed the greatest im­ 
provement with the number of jobless 
dropping 0.8 per cent to 5.8 per cent—the 
lowest in more than a year. The un­ 
employment rate dropped from 0.5 to to 
0.7 per cent for all other categories. 
The unemployment rate for adult 
women dropped to 7.5 per cent, and V3.2 
per cent for blacks and other minorities.

Hearst jury sees film of bank robbery 


SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) - The movie 
was herky-jerky, poorly lighted and 
silent but every eye in the courtroom — 
except those of its "star" — was riveted 
on the screen where Patricia Hearst and 
four terrorists were robbing a bank. 
The film, put together from sur­ 
veillance cameras, which ran for 80 se­ 
conds during the holdup of the Hibernia 
Bank April 15,1974. was shown on a large 
screen Thursday during the first day of 
testimony at Miss Hearst’s trial. 
It showed four SLA members waving 
weapons, leaping a teller’s cage, 
threatening customers and holding a 
bank guard with his hands up. Miss 
Hearst. ringed by other SLA members 
most of the time, waved her gun briefly. 
After the film, the prosecution put a 
customer and bank guard on the stand to 
testify that Miss Hearst made foul- 
mouthed threats during the robbery. 
James Norton, a bank customer who 
had trouble repeating the obscenity in 
court, was on the stand when the trial 
recessed. He faced cross-examination 
today by defense counsel F. Lee Bailey. 
Norton, a hospital recreational 


therapist, said he was at a teller’s 
counter when SLA chieftain Donald 
DeFreeze and four women burst into the 
bank. They forced everyone to the floor. 
The customer testified he thought at 
first the robbers were making an episode 
of a television show, "The Streets of San 
Francisco," which had filmed a segment 
earlier at his hospital. 
But then he said Miss Hearst told him 
to "get down on the ground or I’ll blow 
your ..." He stammered and stopped. 
The judge told him to eliminate the 
obscenity and continue. He did. 
Eden Shea. 69, the bank guard, took the 
stand before Norton and pointed across 
the courtroom to identify the 21-year-old 
newspaper heiress as the robber who 
pointed her carbine at him and told 
customers and employers in the bank: 
"The first one that moves I’ll blow his 
mother f 
head off.” 
Under cross-examination, Shea admit­ 
ted he had a hearing problem and that he 
identified DeFreeze but not the four 
women when shown their pictures the 
day after the robbery. The defense at­ 
torney had the movie rerun to show that 


either Nancy Ling Perry or Camilla Hall 
was the woman who made the threat. 


The prosecution contends Miss Hearst 
was a willing participant in the holdup 
who carried a loaded carbine and made 
obscene threats. The defense argues she 
was given an unloaded gun and told she’d 
be blown to bits if she "messed up.” 


Miss Hearst’s former SLA compa­ 
nions, William and Emily Harris, issued 
a tape-recorded statement from their 
Los Angeles jail cells denouncing her 
brainwashing defense as "fabrications 
and lies." 


"The Patricia Hearst we knew was 
strong and assertive, making her own in­ 
dependent decisions," Mrs. Harris said. 
She said Miss Hearst had compromised 
"everything that she believed and lived 
for the last year and a half.” 


The Chicago Tribune reported Thurs­ 
day it took Miss Hearst only two weeks 
in captivity to start thinking about join­ 
ing the SLA and that she started training 
with a shotgun three weeks after her kid­ 
naping. 
Guatemala quake toll at 3,000 


Jets may be provided in Angola 


United Press International 
Pro-Western forces say an unnamed 
Western nation has agreed to provide jet 
bombers to use against Soviet-backed 
troops on the southern front in Angola’s 
civil war. 
Jorge Sangumba, foreign minister of 
the pro-Western National Union for the 
Total Independence of Angola, said 
Thursday in Lusaka, Zambia, the 
bombers could be made "operational" 
within 48 hours. 
Sangumba refused to name his 
Western actor. 
Only the Soviet-backed Popular Move­ 
ment for the Liberation of Angola, 
reportedly supplied with Cuban-piloted, 
Russian-built Migl7s and Mig21s, has 
thus far mustered an air force in the 
Angolan conflict. 
In Washington, the State department’s 
top Africa expert said Thursday the 


Soviet-backed faction appeared headed 
for a total victory in the war. 
W illiam S c h a u fe le , A ssista n t 
Secretary for Africa, told the Overseas 
Writers Club the Popular Movement, 
backed by $200 million in Soviet aid and 
some 12,000 Cuban troops, "has to 
prevail” in the fighting. 
But Sangumba said forces of the 
National Union and its ally, the National 
Front for the Liberation of Angola, have 
halted the Popular Movement’s major 
southern drive. 
He said the pro-Western allies minded 
roads, exploded bridges and used behind- 
the-lines guerrilla tactics to stall the pro- 
Soviets about 250

GUATEMALA 
CITY, Guatemala - 
International relief teams today rushed 
food and medical supplies to Guatemala, 
where the earthquake death toll climbed 
to 3.000 and doctors operated in 
makeshift tents to save the gravely in­ 
jured still streaming in from devastated 
mountain villages. 
Bulldozers sealed over mass graves 
containing many of the victims of 
Wednesday’s predawn quake so the na­ 
tion could turn to the more urgent task of 
saving the thousands of injured. 
Red Cross Director Jose Alvarado said 
additional reports from hard-hit outlying 
areas put the death toll at 3,000 and "still 
rising." 
He said whole towns had been reduced 
to rubble and survivors were still being 


rushed to the capital by helicopter and 
ambulance. 
The government refused to speculate 
on the possible death toll and said it 
could only confirm 1,373 persons had 
been buried by midday Thursday. 
A spokesman for the American embas­ 
sy said officials believed all Americans 
in the country were safe. 
At Guatemala City’s General Hospital 
Dr. Cesar Solis, chief of surgery, said 
beds were moved to outside patios for 
fear the hospital roof might cave in. A 
makeshift tent became the hospital's 
emergency room 
The United States, Peru, Venezuela, 
Nicaragua, El Salvador and Honduras all 
rushed relief supplies to the stricken 
country. 


The U.S. aid included a team of 25 
physicians and equipment to set up a 100- 
bed hospital, along with plasma and bad­ 
ly needed drugs. 
The government appealed to food 
stores to reopen to supply the thousands 
of homeless still camping out in streets 
and parks. 
It warned that those stores hoarding 
food or jacking up prices would be 
"drastically sanctioned.” 
Government employes were asked to 
return to work tod$y. A few businesses, 
gasoline stations and shops were open 
and there was traffic in the streets. 
In the capital, water was restored to 
about 25 per cent of the city. Most 
electricity also was restored, although 
sometimes with emergency generators.

WASHINGTON (U P l) - Former 
President Richard M 
Nixon and his 
wife. Pat. will visit China this month at 
the invitation of leaders in Peking, the 
White House said today. 
Press Secretary Ron Nessen told 
reporters Nixon’s trip will be "a private 
visit by a private citizen” with no White 
House involvement. 
The Chinese government is sending a 
plane to pick up the Nixons. Arrange­ 
ments are being coordinated by the State 
Department and the aircraft will land at 
the El Toro Marine Air Base near San 
Clemente. Calif, Nessen said. 
The news agency said Chinese leaders 
had invited Nixon to revisit China on 
Feb. 21., the fourth anniversary of Nix­ 


on’s historic trip to Peking in 1972. 
Nessen said President Ford talked 
with Nixon by telephone for 16 minutes 
Thursday afternoon. Nessen said Nixon 
originated the call. 
He said Ford told Nixon he was "en­ 
couraged" the former president’s health 
had improved so that he could make the 
trip He also asked Nixon to convey to 
the Chinese leaders "his best wishes.” 
"There is no significance attached to 
the trip by the White House,” Nessen 
said. 
"It is not expected to have an impact 
on the United States-Chinese relations or 
on domestic politics,” he said. "It was 
something arranged by the former presi­ 
dent and the Chinese. It’s a private visit 


of a private citizen and no White House 
involvement. 
On Capitol Hill, Secretary of State 
Henry A. Kissinger told reporters the 
trip "was Nixon’s decision and does not 
involve the United States government. 
The Chinese invited him.” 


Kissinger added "I think Pricing is try­ 
ing to underline the importance it at­ 
taches to its relations with the United 
States.” 
"President Nixon had an historic role 
in the achievement of opening up China,” 
Kissinger said. "The Nixon visit to the 
Peoples Republic of China will sym­ 
bolize the relations we hope to continue 
to have.”

Beware of the out-of-state 
herbicide salesman who claims 
his product will control all 
weeds for up to three years. 
Graydon B. Hall, Santa Bar­ 
bara County Agricultural Com­ 
missioner, says that many 
California farmers have been 
contacted again this year, and 
warns, “ Some of the herbicides 
contain ingredients that could 
damage farmland, while others 
generally contain restricted 
materials requiring a permit 
for possession and use." 
Farmers may unknowingly 
violate both county and state 
laws by using restricted 
materials obtained from these 
out-of-state salesmen. In addi­ 
tion, the farmer has no one to 
contact locally if the chemical 
causes crop damage or other 
problems such as claims suits, 
since the herbicide represen­ 
tative is out-of-state. 
Farmers should always ask 
about contents, costs, and ef­ 
fects of the herbicide before ac­ 
cepting deliveries. Hall points 
out that local pest control ad­ 
visers, dealers and operators 
can supply any type or com­ 
bination of pesticide a farmer 
will need and can legally use. 
If suspicious about a her­ 
bicide salesman, potential 
buyers should immediately con­ 
tact the Santa Barbara County 
Agricultural Commissioner’s 
Office located at 1105 Santa 
Barbara Street.

SACRAMENTO (UPI) - The 
dying state Agricultural Labor 
Relations Board laid off all but 
30 members of its staff today as 
Gov. Edmund G. Brown Jr. 
made a last-minute appeal for 
"goodwill and understanding” 
among bitterly divided law­ 
makers, growers and rival un­ 
ions 


The demise of the board, 
created five months ago with 
the hope of ending a decade of 
strife in the fields, raised the 
possibility of renewed boycotts 
by Cesar Chavez’ United Farm 
Workers across the nation. 


Confronting growers at a 
series of m eetings, Brown 
Thursday said of the board: 
"Just to stop it and bring it to a 
screeching halt, I don’t think 
that is going to serve anybody’s 
interest." 
Except for its skeleton staff, 
the board will go out of business 
at 5 p.m. today for lack of funds 
as minority Republicans and 
rural Democrats block Brown’s 
$3.8 million emergency ap­ 
propriation to keep the agency 
alive. 
T he 
la w m a k e rs 
h a v e 
demanded that the state’s farm 
labor law be rew ritten to 


satisfy growers, who complain 
the board has misused the law 
to the benefit of Chavez. Brown 
has refused to accept amend­ 
ments in return to votes for the 
appropriation. 
While the 155 laid-off em­ 
ployes were greeted by a team 
of state workers helping them 
fill out unemployment insur­ 
ance forms, the last two state- 
supervised secret ballot union 
elections were to be conducted 
today in the El Centro area. 
Chavez, who has threatened 
to intensify food boycotts if the 
board dies, said in a statement, 
“Growers must make up their 
Lockheed chief admits 
funds to Dutch officials 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The 
president of Lockheed Aircraft 
Corp. acknowledged today his 
company gave a high official of 
the Dutch government about 
$1.1 million beginning around 
1961 to promote "general good 
will” and the sales of military 
aircraft. 
Testifying before the Senate 
subcommittee on multinational 
corporations, A.C. Kotchian 
said payments to the unnamed 
official helped Lockheed sell 
the Netherlands the F104 jet 
fighter and P2V antisubmarine 
warfare aircraft. 
The name of the Dutch of­ 
ficial was not mentioned by 
Sen. Frank Church, D-Idaho, 
chairman of the panel which 
was interrogating Kotchian in 
its investigation of kickbacks 
U.S. firms have made to foreign 
governments and agents. 


But reports from Europe and 
elsewhere have alleged that 
Prince Bernhardt, the inspector 
general of the Dutch Armed 


Forces, was the official in ques­ 
tion. 
C hurch ask ed K otchian 
whether the payments to the of­ 
ficial over the years amounted 
to a bribe. 
Kotchian tried to sidestep the 
question saying the payment 
was intended as a gift to create 
“a climate of good will” but ad­ 
ded, “I don’t want to quibble 
with you.” 
Lockheed had previously ac­ 
knowledged it had spent hun­ 
dreds of millions of dollars on 
agents' fees — some $22 million 
of which allegedly went for 
bribes and kickbacks — to 
stimulate sales of its planes 
around the world. 
In cross examination, Kotchi­ 
an acknowledged that Lockheed 
had originally intended to pre­ 
sen t the o ffic ia l w ith a 
Lockheed jet star aircraft on 
the advice of the company’s 
European consultant, Fred 
Meuser 
But K otchian said th at 


because of the difficulty in 
transferring the title of the air­ 
craft an equivalent amount of 
m oney, approxim ately $1 
million, was given to the high 
Dutch official. 
Kotchian further acknowl­ 
edged that more recently 
Lockheed transferred $100,000 
to the official, making the total 
transfer of funds $1.1 million or 
somewhat The Lockheed offi­ 
cial also acknowledged: 
— Lockheed had paid $10,000 
to a London organization for in­ 
telligence on the buying plans of 
European airlines with com­ 
peting American aerospace 
companies. 
— Lockheed paid $25,000 to an 
o f f ic ia l of a L o c k h e e d 
"customer airline” for similar 
intelligence. 
On Thursday, the subcommit­ 
tee released letters and memos 
from a U.S. Air Force war hero 
telling of “ grand old style” 
entertaining and influence ped­ 
dling by West German military 
leaders. 


Researchers warn of terrorists 


LONDON (UPI) - Interna­ 
tional terrorist groups may get 
hold of nuclear weapons and at­ 
tempt to touch off a major con­ 
flict, a private research group 
said Friday. 
The group said te rro rist 
organizations based mainly in 
Middle Eastern and European 
ia p itttS ’tfnd backed by th<? 
Soviet Union. China and other 
leftist states have increased 
.d ra m a tic a lly ” in recen t 
years. 
It said they use highly profes­ 
sional international "hitm en,” 
kidnapers and plane hijackers 
for their operations. 
The warning was given by the 
Institute for the Study of 
Conflict in a study entitled 
"T errorism versus Liberal 
Democracy—the Problems of 
Response.” 
“The worst danger is that 
acting entirely irresponsibly 
and blinded by d esp erate 
fanaticism, a terrorist move­ 
ment may attempt to detonate 
an international conflict,” the 
report said. 
"Nor should the possibility of 
terrorists acquiring a nuclear 
weapon be discounted in view of 


the lax security concerning 
nuclear materials.” 
The Institute for the Study of 
Conflict is a private group 
headed by historian Brian 
Crozier. The terrorism study 
was written by Paul Wilkinson, 
a senior lecturer in politics at 
Cardiff University. 
. w 
The study did not say inter­ 
national terrorists have one 
central base or operate as a 
closely knit network, but dif­ 
ferent groups cooperate close­ 
ly 
“There has been a dramatic 
increase in the number of 
terrorist organizations operat­ 
ing internationally, based main­ 
ly in Middle Eastern and Euro­ 
pean capitals,” the study said. 


It said domestic and interna­ 
tionally based terrorism — 
what it called “methods of un­ 
conventional war by proxy” - 
have been “ en erg etically 
promoted by a variety of states 
such as the Soviet Union, China, 
Libya, Iraq, Syria, Algeria, 
Vietnam and Zaire.*' 
"The backing of foreign 
governments has enormously 
increased the cash, weaponry 


and training facilities available 
to terrorist movements.’’ it 
said. 
It said Western oil purchases 
in Arab states unwittingly 
financed recent Arab terrorism 
because some of the money 
eventually filtered down to the 
Palestinian terrorist move­ 
ment. 
It said the biggest danger of 
terrorism is that certain move­ 
m ents no longer re s tric t 
them selves to challenging 
domestic authority. 
"Some are apparently ready 
to m ake u n d eclared w ar 
against foreign countries and 
citizens. Yet terrorist move­ 
ments do not share the same 
responsibilities or constraints 
imposed on governments. They 
have no treaties, obligations, 
citizens or territories to con­ 
sider, the study said.” 
It said action against terror­ 
ists must be synchronized at the 
national and international 
levels. 
"By tolerating the terrorists’ 
c a p a c ity 
to 
p ro v o k e 
international, war the inter­ 
national community is playing 
with fire.”

Kissinger deplores 'leaks' 


WASHINGTON (U P I) - 
Secretary of State Henry Kis­ 
singer says U.S. foreign policy 
has been thrown into a period of 
"strife, distrust and confusion” 
because of news leaks stemm­ 
ing from congressional in­ 
telligence probes. 
Kissinger Thursday testified 
that he would welcome a joint 
congressional comm ittee to 
oversee intelligence operations, 
but only if such a body would 
keep secrets and leave deci­ 
sions on spy missions to the ex­ 
ecutive branch. 
Appearing before the Senate 
Government Operations com­ 
mittee, Kissinger said congres­ 
sional investigations of abuses 
of power by intelligence agen-

Kissinger proposed creation 
of an oversight committee far 
weaker than the separate 
House and Senate panels that 
were recommended by the two 
intelligence committees which 
have been looking into such ac­ 
tivity. 
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His committee would be for­ 
bidden to disclose security 
secrets without the President’s 
permission and would not in­ 
volve itself too closely in the 
conduct of intelligence opera­ 
tions. 
"This is certainly true in the 
intelligence field. One has only 
to look at the recent leakage, in­ 
deed official publication, of 
highly classified materials and 
the levying of unsubstantiated 
charges and personal attacks 
against the executive to see the 
point the relationship has 
reached and the harm we are 
doing to ourselves,” Kissinger 
said. 
He referred to leaks of clas­ 
sified information from the un­ 
published House Intelligence 
Committee report on covert 
operations and the Senate 
Intelligence Committee’s re­ 
ports on CIA assassination plots 
and U.S. intervention in Chile. 
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"We’re snake-bitten,” said

WASHINGTON (UPI) - Na­ 
tional directors of the U.S. 
Parole Board are considering a 
parole for Dwight L Chapin, a 
former White House aide now 
serving 18 months for lying to 
the special Watergate grand 
jury. 
A favorable ruling was an­ 
ticipated when the directors 
meet today, since the judge who 
sentenced Chapin and the 
warden of his prison camp both 
favor his release. 
A panel of parole examiners 
gave Chapin an initial hearing 
at the prison camp Jan. 12. The 
examiners’ findings, which are 
never made public, are used by 
board members in reaching 
their decisions. 
Chapin. 35. who was Richard 
M. Nixon’s appointment secre­ 
tary in the White House, was 
convicted of falsely denying his 
role in the "dirty tricks” ac­ 
tivities of Nixon’s 1972 re- 
election campaign 
Chapin becomes eligible for 
parole for the first time next 
Tuesday after serving one third 
o f‘hi* reduced sentence. With­ 
out p aro le , he would be 
released mandatorily by next 
Oct. 25. or earlier depending on 
time earned for good behavior. 
He is im prisoned at the 
minimum security Federal 
Prison Camp at Lompoc, Calif. 
The board said the decision 
was left to the national direc­ 
tors "because of the national 
and unusual attention" the case 
has received 
Ordinarily, it 
would be decided at a regional 
level. 
U.S. District Judge Gerhard 
A. G esell, who sentenced 
Chapin originally on May 15, 
1974, reduced it last Dec. 22 and 
recommended that he "be 
paroled as soon as possible."

In his briefing, Rose said pay 
cable is now too small to bid 
against broadcast television for 
rights to broadcast m ajor 
sports events or to bid for use of 
th e m o v ie s d u r i n g th e 
restricted period. 
While the rules allow pay 
cable to use movies within the 
first three years after they are 
produced, Rose said they would 
not be available because the in­ 
dustry restricts showings to 
movie houses and usually does 
not make them available for 
any television use until three to 
four years after production. 


They may be used three to 10 
years after production only by 
pay cable systems that have 
contracts with the broadcasting 
television industry. 


Rose and his assistants said 
about 10 million homes now are 
wired for cable television that 
usually is paid for on a monthly 
subscription basis. But only 
450,000 to 750,000 are wired to 
tune in on a special channel for 
extra per-program charges that 
form what is called pay cable. 


"We don’t consider it a 
morally correct thing to use 
two people as scapegoats to get 
a third off," they argued.

Los Olivos eyes art fame 


The once sparsely populated 
town of Los Olivos, renowned in 
Santa Ynez Valley history as a 
stagecoach stage top in the late 
1880s and later the southerly 
terminus of a narrow gauge 
railway, may soon become 
widely known as one of the 
leading art centers of the area. 
John Cody, young, inter­ 
nationally known sculptor, and 
Bob Whitmore, a realist painter 
who specializes in Western art, 
have joined forces to launch the 
John Cody Gallery. 
The new gallery, housed in a 
completely refurbished 89-year- 
old blacksmith shop along the 
town’s main thoroughfare at 
2884 Grand Avenue and a 
stone’s throw from the com­ 
munity’s flagpole, will be a set­ 
ting for an opening celebration 
tomorrow (Saturday) starting 
at 8 p.m. 
Hosting the affair, to which 
the public is invited are Cody 
and Whitmore and their wives, 
Connie Cody and Beverly Whit­ 
more who is gallery director. 
The exterior of the one-time 
blacksmith shop building re­ 
mains for the most part as it 
has for years and years. It is a 
high front affair and its wooden 
framework is covered with 
sheet metal exterior. 
The 25 by 45 foot building has 
not only served as a blacksmith 
shop, but in later years was 
used a tire recapping firm and 
later it was a carpenter shop. 
The rear portion of the struc­ 
ture was built in 1889, two years 
after the founding of Los 
Olivos. In the 1940’s, an exten­ 
sion of about 20 feet was com­ 
pleted on the front. 
An atmosphere of early Los 
Olivos has been retained by the 
Codys and Whitmores in the 
renovating of the building. 
Rough hewn posts support the 
ceiling which remains in its 
original open beam form. 


New fire retention walls were 
constructed and these are 
covered with burlap wall paper. 
Only modern-day touch to the 
gallery is the honey shade wall- 
to-wall carpeting and the large 


array of reostat-controlled 
spotlights pointing down on the 
large array of paintings and 
sculpture on display. 
Whitmore, with the help of 
the Cody's son, Ernie, has spent 
the last four months in prepar­ 
ing the building for its new role 
as a gallery. Once opened, 
Whitemore will return to his 
easel both in the field and in his 
spacious studio on the second 
story of the gallery. He has 
been away from his painting for 
about a year and a half. Initial­ 
ly, he plans to concentrate on 
scenes of Los Olivos 
Before affiliating with Cody 
for the start of the gallery, 
Whitmore was manager for a 
year at the Zaca Lake resort. 
While Beverly Whitmore 
directs the gallery and her hus­ 
band paints, sculptor Cody will 
continue to create his world- 
fa me d 
s c u l p t u r e 
work 
fashioned from serpentine rock, 
California marble, and more 
recently wrought iron. 
Cody's studio is the great out- 
doors 
at 
the 
f a m i l y ' s 
homestead on the Manzana in 
the San Rafael Mountains. Here 
Cody is close to his supply of 
rock and here he can work in 
seclusion without the interrup­ 
tion of everyday modern 
devices such as telephones or 
tv. 
The Codys came to the Santa 
Ynez Valley about nine years 
ago from the Carolinas- 
Viriginia area. His success in 
the field of sculptoring was 
almost instant. Since that time 
he has produced hundreds of

Pacific (ias & Electric Co is 
building the power plant west of 
San Luis Obispo at a cost of 
almost II billion The first of 
the plant's two reactors is 
scheduled to begin operating 
August and the second a year 
later, eventually supplying 
more than two million kilowatts 
of electricity to Northern and 
Central California 
Operation of the plant would 
be delayed if the safety changes 
advised by federal agency 
scientists are adopted. 
Thev argued Thursday that 
the Hosgri and San Simeon 
faults near the plant site might 
be joined as a single fault zone 
200 miles along up the coast to 
Half Moon Bay from the Santa 
Barbara channel. 
However. PG4E consultants 
from Earth Sciences Associates 
of Palo Alto disagreed about the 
length of the fault and of the 
potential magnitude of an 
earthquake generated along it. 
The Nuclear Regulatory 
Commission will make the final 
decision on whether present 
construction at the Diablo Ca­ 
nyon site is adequate to 
safeguard the plant in the event 
of earthquakes.

Killings test truce 
in Beirut's streets 


LOS ANGELES (UPl) - A 
Superior Court Judge Thursday 
denied a request for more tests 
on the bullets that killed Sen. 
Robert Kennedy, saying there 
was "very slight" grounds for 
believing more research would 
accomplish anything. 
Judge Robert Wenke declined 
to sanction more tests of the 
"second gW theory,” saying it 
is not the duty of courts to con­ 
duct investigations. 
Seven experts reported 
earlier they could find no 
evidence to change the original 
verdict — that Kennedy was 
killed by Sirhan B. Sirhan 
alone. 
The judge denied a petition by 
CBS-TV and Paul Schrade, a 
former union official, who was 
one of the five persons wounded 
when Kennedy was killed by a 
flurry of pistol shots in the Am- 
bassadOT Hotel kitchen in 1968. 
“ On the b a sis of the 
testimony of the experts to 
date, the court is of the opinion 
that the probability the results 
of such a test would be helpful 
is very slight," he said. 
Schrade is suing Sirhan, now 
serving a life prison term, for 
personal injury. 
Earlier in the proceedings, 
Schrade forced examination of 
Sirhan’s pistol, and recovered 
bullets and fragments, for 
evidence to support the "seomd 
gun" theory, which held that 
not all the recovered bullets 
could have come from the same 
gun — meaning somebody in ad­ 
dition to Sirhan was firing dur­ 
ing the assassinati(Ni. 
The judge convened a panel 
of distinguisjied ballistics 
ev id en ce e x p e rts from 
throughout the nation, from 
both law enforcement and 
private laboratories, who 
refired the pistol ami cmiducted 
other tests. 


They reported they could not 
find “ any substantive or 
demonstrable evidence" that 
more than one gun was fired, 
and five of the seven said the 
same weapon fired all the 
bullets that struck Kennedy and 
bystanders. They concliKled it 
was “ probable” that the 
weapon was Sirhan’s pistol — 
which scores of witnesses saw 
him empty at Kennedy — but 
that changes in the evidence 
caused by the passage of time 
made it impossible to prove 
scientifically. 


BEIRUT. Lebanon (UPI) - 
A new round of killings and kid- 
napings put Lebanon’s two- 
week-old truce to its first major 
test todav. only 24 hours before 
President Suleiman Franjieh’s 
planned trip to Syria to work 
out a final peace accord. 
The discovery of the bodies of 
three Palestinians in eastern 
Beirut and at least 10 reported 
street abductions quickly 
turned the capital’s fragile 
mood of confidence into tension 
Thursday, despite positive 
developnients on the political 
front. 
The Palestinian guerrilla 
news agency WAFA said the 
bodies of a 60-year-old Pales­ 
tinian man and his two teen-age 
sons were found near the Jisr al 
Pasha bridge in Christian- 
controlled eastern Beirut, All 
had been mutilated, the agency 
said. 
News of the kidnapings. 
mostly of Christians, prompted 
many shopkeepers in downtown 
Beirut to close stores that had 
only recently reopened. 
Abductions in the past have 
ignited most of Lebanon’s six 
rounds of fighting in the 10- 
month civil war that claimed 
10.000 lives. 
The country (Hherwise re­ 
mained peaceful with no 
reports of major clashes marr- 


ing the two-week-old truce 
mediated by Syria and policed 
bv the Lebanese army and 
Syrian-controlled 
Palestinian 
troops. 
A presidential announcement 
said Franjieh and Premier 
Rashid Karaml would visit 
Damascus Saturday for talks 
with Syrian President Hafez 
Assad to conclude the Syrian 
peace initiative. 
Franjieh has insisted that 
security be stable before he 
visits Damascus 
Karami has said that agree­ 
ment on a political reform 
package to serve as the basis of 
a final settlement would be an­ 
nounced after the visit. 
Karami met Palestinian 
guerrilla leader Yasser Arafat 
to discuss security and later 
said he was satisfied calm 
would continue. 
Basic agreements have al­ 
ready been reached that would 
give L^Min(Mi’s Moslem majori­ 
ty a greater share of the power 
in parliament, the government 
and the army. 
The agreements would give 
Moslems more top government 
jobs and half of the seats in 
Parliament while imposing 
restrictions on Palestinian 
guerrilla presence in the 
country — a main demand of 
Christian groups.

The committee of four out­ 
side directors — men who are 
not present or past employes of 
the big aerospace company - 
will meet for the first time next 
week. 
The panel, which will “super­ 
vise and audit an investigation 
of commissions and paymmts 
on sales contracts,” was 
created Monday at the board’s 
regular monthly meeting, but 
was not disclosed until Thurs­ 
day. 
Jack Horton, chairman of the 
board’s audit committee and 


chairman of the Southern 
California Edison Co. will chair 
the special committee. 
Other members are Dwight 
Cochran, former president of 
thè Kent County LOTd Co. : 
Robert Haack, former presi­ 
dent of the New York Stock Ex­ 
change: and Fred Vinson Jr., a 
Washington D.C. attorney and 
former U.S. assistant attorney 
general. 
The directors also named 
Arthur Young il Co.. the firm’s 
regular outside auditors, to act 
as the committee’s auditors. 
The committee was formed 
two days before disclosures by 
a U.S. Senate subcommittee of 
paym ent by Lockheed of 
millions of dollars in commis­ 
sions to influence sales in 
Japan, Italy. West Germany 
and Turkey. 


Federal officials at border 
to study major traffic snarls 


EL PASO, Tex. (UPI) - 
Federal officials being asked to 
commit funds to alleviate the 
traffic snarl at U.S.-Mexico 
border crossing points have 
been given a glimpse of the ex­ 
tent of the problems. 
U.S. Customs Commissioner 
Vemon Acree and other of­ 
ficials stood at a crossing point 
Thursday and watched the bot­ 
tleneck of cars and travelera 
which sometimes takes hours to 
clear. At the end of the inspec­ 
tion Acree said El Paso Mayor 
Dot Henderson proved his point 
and pixHuised smnething could 
be done. 
“We have more border cross­ 
ings than anyplace else along 
the 1,800-mile border, more 
than all the other cities put 
together,’’ Henderson said. 
Last year El Paso’s three 
bridges registered a total of 42 
million border crossings. 
The demonstration for Acree 
was a prelude to a joint 
Mexican-U.S. conference at 
which officials were scheduled 
to discuss problems affecting 
citizens on both sides of the 
border. 
"We’re going to tell the El 
Paso-Juarez story, but it’s go­ 
ing to be applicable to all other 


border cities from the Lower 
Rio Grande Valley to San 
Diego. Calif..’’ Henderson said. 


Henderson said he would open 
the meeting today with a slide 
presentation outlining the 
prdDlems Ы El Paso, popula­ 
tion 460,000, and Juarez, Mex., 
populatiOT 600,000. 


Henderson said one goal of 
the meeting was to create a 
joint, regional ccxmmission to 
study and control border 
problems. 


U)S ANGELES (UPI) - The

strike, slowly was arising 
"My feeling is that 90 to 95 
per cent of the doctors in 
Southern California will be 
back to work by next week," 
said Dr. W alter D ishell, 
spokesman for United Physi­ 
cians of California. 
The group has warned the 
strike could be renewed in two 
months if the state government 
does not come up with accep­ 
table malpractice insurance 
reform 
The UPC spearheaded the 
drive to end the strike, but its 
action was based on a vote by

Lake Tahoe 
protection 


asked 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The 
Environm ental Protection 
Agency has urged Congress to 
declare Lake Tahoe an area of 
“ national environm ental 
significance" to help protect its 
waters from further degrada­ 
tion. 
The recommendation was 
made in a long-delayed report 
released Thursday by Rep. 
Harold T. Johnson. D-Calif. 
The report, based on a study 
requested when Congress pas­ 
sed the Clean W ater Act 
Amendments of 1972, recom­ 
mended that Congress make 
preservation of the "ecological 
integrity" of the mountain lake 
a federal policy. 
The lake, which straddles the 
California-Nevada stateline 
high in the Sierra Nevada 
mountains, was described in 
the report as "one of the 
world’s few primordially pure 
alpine lakes" aixi as "renowned 
for the clarity of its waters” 
But the report warned that 
lack of federal controls over 
private lands surrounding the 
lake was a threat to the preser­ 
vation of "the fragile ecology" 
of the lake. 
Tl№ "nrost serious” problems 
faced in trying to protect the 
lake, the report said, were 
those of controlling erosion and 
surface water runoff. 
"Continued transport of sedi­ 
ment and nutrients to Lake 
Tahoe portends that the clarity 
of Lake Tahoe will not be main­ 
tained," the report said. 
In addition to recomending 
that Tahoe be declared an area 
of national environmental 
significance, EPA also called 
upon Congress to authorize an 
“extensive study" of the social, 
economic and environmental 
effects of further urbanization 
of lands surrounding the lake. 
EPA said an appropriate com­ 
mittee of Congress should hold 
public oversight hearings at 
Lake Tahoe during each session 
of Congress to make sure that 
“the national interest is being 
served ” by federal agencies 
and the Tahoe Regional Plann­ 
ing Agency.

Commission 
rules on 
conflicts 
SACRAMENTO (UPI) - The 
Fair Political Practices Com­ 
mission has adopted a regula­ 
tion largely exempting state 
legislators from conflict-of- 
interest restrictions when they 
vote on issues affecting their 
professions 
Chairman Daniel Lowenstein 
said the regulation, adopted 
Wednesday on a 3-2 vote, 
provides that legislators “who 
may be lawyers, teachers, 
farmers and the like can vote 
on issues affecting the financial 
interests of those groups 
without being in violation of the 
conflict-of-interest 
provisions 
of the Political Reform Act “ 
When the Senate last week 
defeated an emergency $3.8 
million appropriation to keep 
the state farm board afloat, a 
United Farm Workers union at­ 
torney questioned whether 
Sens. George Zenovich. D- 
Fresno. and Clare Berry hill, R- 
Ceres, might be violating the 
conflict-of-interest 
provisions 
because of their financial in­ 
terests in grape ranches. 
Both senators denied any con­ 
flicts, saying they did not stand 
to benefit more than other 
C a l i f o r n i a n s . However. 
Zenovich refrained from 
voting. Berryhill voted against 
the appropriation measure. 
Lowenstein said the regula­ 
tion also affects boards and 
commissions, such as those 
governing agricultural market­ 
ing orders, which were created 
by law requiring their member­ 
ship to include representatives 
of re0flated industries. 
The regulation states that an 
official would have to di^ualify 
himself from participating in a 
governmental decision if its 
material financial effect “is 
distinguishable from its effect 
on the public generally." 
However, it also states an of­ 
ficial would not have to dis­ 
qualify liimself if the decision 
affects his interests “in sub­ 
stantially the same manner as 
it will affect all members of the 
public or a significant segment 
of the public/’

INNSBRUCK (UPI) - Sheila Young, 
wearing her skates on her bare feet so 
she could get the feel of the ice. won the 
women’s 500 meter speed skating title to­ 
day to become America’s first gold 
medal winner and the first double 
medalist at the Winter Olympics. 
Young, a 25-year-old super athlete 
from Detroit, won the gold medal with a 
time of 42.76 seconds after having come 
up with a silver in Thursday’s 1.500- 
meters. 
Saturday she’ll bid for a third medal in 
the 1.000-meters. 
Second in the 500. which was raced in 
partial fog at the Innsbruck oval, was 
Canada’s Cathy Priestner. 43.12, with 
Russia's Tatiana Averina finishing third 
in 43.17. 4-100ths of a second ahead of 
Leah Poulos of Northbrook, 111.

Earlier in the day Russia won its third 
gold medal of the Games when Nikolai 
Kruglov, a 26-year-old serviceman from 
Gorky, took the 20-kilometer biathlon in 
1-14:12.26 ahead of reigning world cham­ 
pion Heikki lkola of Finland and another 
Russian, Aleksandr Elizarov. 
With five titles decided, the Soviet 
Union leads the medal race with seven 
against three for the United States. 
Young’s winning time broke American 
Anne Henning’s Olympic record but was 
well short of the world record 40.91 she 
set at Davos, Switzerland, last weekend.

Somalia convinced forces 
readying for invasion

The Somali ambassador to 
France says his country is con­ 
vinced American and French 
naval forces are massing off 
the coast of East Africa for an 
attack on Somalia 


Speaking in Paris. Mohamed 
Said Sam antar said French 
forces along the Somali border 
in the French territory of Afars 
and Issas were on "full alert" 
and being reinforced steadily. 


“Somalia is convinced a m as­ 
sive attack is being prepared 
against it." he said, after talk­ 
ing by telephone with Somalia 
.government officials. 
Samantar did not elaborate 
on his mention of U.S. forces in 
the area. 


In Washington, the Pentagon 
said its standard policy was not 
to comment on naval maneu­ 
vers, and in Paris, a French 
Defense Ministry also declined 
comment, saying "this type of 
sta tem en t has been m ade 
before." 
Tensions increased between 
Somali and the tiny French 
territory after French troops 
stormed a school bus near the 
border Wednesday to rescue 30 
ch ildren held h o sta g e by 
nationalist guerrillas. 
Eight persons died in the 
shootout, including the four 
gunmen who hijacked the bus, 
two guerrilla sympathizers, an 
8-year-old school girl, and a 
Somali soldier, French officials 
said. 
French officials have charged 
that Somali troops opened fire 
on French troops during the 
border shootout. Samantar re­ 
ported that 23 Somalians were 
killed by French troops in the 
clash. 
Samantar said the Somali

Removing furniture 
aids web removal 


Polly’s Problem 


DEAR POLLY — Could you help me solve a problem? 
My house was used as a store room for six moriths, 
while I visited relatives. When I returned I found a 
number of spider webs that I cannot eliminate without 
removing the furniture from the rooms. I live alone and 
am handicapped by arthritis of the spine so can you help 
me solve my problem. — J.R.L. 
DEAR MRS. J.R.L. — Perhaps a neighbor or relative 
would push your furniture out from the wall enough to 
clean the webs away. They must be removed from both 
walls and the backs of furniture pieces. Brush down the 
webs (perhaps using a broom with a cloth tied over it) 
and be sure to crush any white egg cocoons. After webs 
are removed, spray with a household insecticide. Do not 
rub the spray while damp or it may leave spots. Even 
though the just sprayed areas look spotted they usually 
dry out satisfactorily. An exception might be when walls 
are dirty, and the spray is heavy enough to run down the 
soiled walls to make streaks. — POLLY. 


DEAR POLLY — When our Irish setter had nine puppies I 
could not find a box large enough to accommodate such a big 
family. Suddenly I remembered the children’s old mesh 
playpen. It has a front that opens down, so this enables the 
mother dog to get in and out easily. Pads could be made for 
the bottom and lower sides so a wooden playpen could be used 
the same way.

WASHINGTON — Government docu­ 
ments. intended for official eyes only, 
describe how a $419-million irrigation 
project has brought a chill to the once 
warm friendship between the United 
States and Canada. 
The project, known as the Garrison 
Diversion, is located on the border 
between Canada and 
N o rth 
D a k o ta . 
Designed as a mul­ 
tip u r p o s e 
w a te r 
system, it will irrigate 
¿0.000 acres when it is 
completed in 1990. 
Canadian officials 
and c o n g ressio n a l 
c r itic s charge the 
Garrison project will 
route dirty water into 
Canada. This would 
violate a 1909 treaty, 
which prohibits the 
U.S. and Canada from polluting one 
another’s waterways. 
The main support for the project 
comes from North Dakotan farmers, 
who are thirsty for needed, new water 
sources. But Canadian farmers and con­ 
servationists fear that both crops and 
wildlife will be endangered by the 
project's extensive irrigation system. 
To soothe Canadian fears, the U.S. 
agreed in 1974 to hold up construction on 
sections of the Garrison project that 
might affect Canada’s waterways. 
The issue has been referred to the 
International Joint Commission (IJC), 
the body charged with settling border 
disputes between the U.S. and Canada. 
Government documents indicate that 
the U.S. Bureau of Reclamation is 
violating the moratorium even while the 
IJC is still studying the problem. 
The Bureau has already acquired land 
and started construction on the Mc- 
Clusky Canal and Lonetree Reservoir, 
two components of the Garrison project. 
The canal and reservoir will link up with 
a shared Canadian-American river, 
which will route the polluted water into 
Canada. 
The U.S. has conceded privately that 
the link-up could cause a "potentially 
serious and costly dispute with Canada. 
The State Department has delivered a 
memo to President Ford’s national 
security adviser, Maj. Gen. 
Brent 
Scowcroft, warning: 
"Data provided by the Bureau of 
Reclamation indicate that irrigation 
return flows from the (Garrison) project 
will adversely affect the Souris and Red 
Rivers. 
"These adverse e ffe c ts, if not 
mitigated, are likely to violate our 
obligations... of the Boundary Waters 
Treaty not to pollute waters flowing into 
Canada.” 
Despite this blunt warning, work is 
continuing on the controversial link-up. 
This has brought a hot. private letter 
from Rep. William Moorhead, D-Pa., 
whose subcom m ittee oversees the 
Garrison project. 
"It is difficult to understand,” he 
wrote to Secretary of State Henry Kis­ 
singer, "how the United States can 
justify construction of a project which is 
certain to result in a treaty violation.” 


A State Department spokesman 
acknowledged that the McClusky and 
Lonetree construction is proceeding but 
claimed these features could be used for 
"purely domestic purposes.” 
However. Deputy Assistant Secretary 
of State Richard Vine, who is responsible 
for Canadian affairs, conceded to our 
reporter Julia Rose that he had not seen 
any clains for purely domestic uses but 
was relying upon the "assurances" of 
the Bureau of Reclamation. He insisted 
that the U.S. won’t violate its treaty with 
Canada. 
Therefore, if the IJC should report that 
the Garrison project will pollute Cana­ 
dian waterways, much of the costly con­ 
struction will have to be scrapped.

This fact is thievery. 
"The thievery at our 
collection receptacles 
has becortie a very 
serious problem," he 
writes "This is true 
for us and other agen­ 
cies and it is true throughout the 
nation ...Perhaps your readers would be 
interested in helping us by alerting local 
law enforcement agencies whenever an 
occurrence of the type you noted is 
observed.” 
The very lifeline of Goodwill’s continu­ 
ing service to people with handicaps lies 
with its receptacles. Men and women 
with handicaps who could not otherwise 
live productive lives are given a chance 
to earn their own ways through the non­ 
profit agency. 
The lawbreakers, in most instances, 
are not stealing for their own personal 
need as the fellow did we wrote about, 
but rather for business operations such 
as thrift stores, garage sales and swap 
shops. Goodwill reports. 
In one particular case, a "ring" was 
prosecuted for removing clothing and 
other materials, sorting them in a 
warehouse and selling in arda flea 
markets Eighteen cases of theft were 
successfully prosecuted with another 11 
pending. 
The Sarasota. 
Florida Goodwill 
organization estimates that theft from 
their collection boxes amounts to 
$300.000 annually in lost income.

Tom Tiede 
Is a wife's 
place on 
the stump? 


SALEM, N.H. - (NEA) - Eunice 
Shriver was 40 minutes late in arriving 
at the local Senior Citizens’ Center. 
Standing on bare floors, amid paint 
peeling walls and under a spiral of 
flypaper, she told the elderly people they 
had a "lovely place.” Then she removed 
her coat, revealing a flawlessly hand- 
knit frock the cost of 
which doubtless ex­ 
ceeded the monthly in­ 
come of any in atten­ 
dance. 


But what was most 
disastrous about the 
appearance here of the 
wife of Democratic 
presidential candidate 
Sargent Shriver was. 
in the words of one 
present, "she didn’t 
tell us anything.” She 
shook h an d s, e x ­ 
changed pleasantries, moved from face 
to face like a kindly WAC officer in­ 
specting the troops — and then left. What 
about the Social Security controversy, 
what about rumored Medicare cutbacks, 
what about tax relief for elderly home 
owners? Mrs Shriver was mum. 


She did of course make a brief pitch for 
her husband and introduced her in­ 
evitable sister, Pat Lawford, but her in­ 
nocuous visit served mainly to raise 
again a never settled cam paign 
question; What is the purpose of stump­ 
ing wives, and in any event do they do 
any good? 


Put to Mrs. Shriver at the Center here, 
she said the question is a fair one to 
which she has no answer. In her case her 
Kennedy Kinship (she is, of course, the 
sister of Senator Ted) probably muddles 
an easy assessment. She is at least as 
well known as her candidate husband. 
And in fact, her Kennedy connection 
regularly gains her more local media at­ 
tention that the candidate himself. On 
the other hand, her family ties can be 
detrimental; one septuagenarian here 
said he didn’t mind Mr. Shriver "but I 
never trust his woman.” 


Campaign officers usually are op­ 
timists about electioneering wives. Par­ 
ticularly if they are personable. Maria 
Carrier, New Hampshire coordinator of 
the Morris Udall bid. says Mrs. Udall’s 
appearances give voters a look at the 
congressman’s private side, “and for 
people who want to know as much about 
a candidate as possible that is all to-the 
good." Actually, times are such that if a 
candidate’s wife were not appearing, 
suspicions would arise. Already Hubert 
Humphrey is trying to squelch rumors 
that his wife Muriel is balking at the idea 
of leaving her home for another White 
House race. 


It is of course possible for spouses to 
become issues in their own right during 
campaigns. Sen. Edmund Muskie suf­ 
fered severely when rumors were passed 
in New Hampshire’s 1972 primary that 
his wif* enjoyed her cups too much. And 
this time around candidate Fred Harris’ 
wife LaDonna is feared by many in this 
state as a radical feminist, although 
many view her as of better presidential 
timber than her husband. Then there was 
the wife some years ago here who was 
described as "talking like a street 
walker and acting even worse” ; she is 
cooly remembered as having had "all 
the sensitivity of a pickax.” 


For all the risks, no candidate this 
year is without a campaigning Mrs. (ex­ 
cep t E ugene McCarthy, who is 
separated). Moreover, most candidates 
have enlisted other family members, if 
for no other reason than they usually 
work without renumeration. President 
Ford has gone so far as to cut short the 
skiing vacation of his daughter Susan, his 
hope being she can help his effort in New 
Hampshire. Ford has not asked his son 
Jack to campaign, however, that kid hav­ 
ing been repeatedly quoted as saying he 
hopes old dad loses the election. 


For Mrs. Shriver’s part, she says she 
tries to do her best for her husband, 
avoiding at all costs embarrassing con­ 
troversies. She says she not only stumps 
for him, but adds personal input to his 
election strategy. When asked questions 
about issues, she says she normally gives 
his opinions instead of her own; "almost 
always, our opinions on these things are 
the same — ALMOST always.” 


But does she do any good? She did with 
her brother John, she did with other 
brothers Robert and Edward, but the 
odds are against her doing much for her 
face-in-the-crowd 
husband. 
However, 
ladies at the Senior Center here say she 
still has a chance: "If she would come 
back and tell us how she stays so thin, 
we’d be ever so grateful.”
